Baccalaureate Sermon Deliv ered at 
the First Christian Chnrch 
Sunday Morning. 


R e v . W . T. Scott, the able pas­ 
tor of the E pw orlh M . E. church, 
deliv ered the baccalaureate sermon 
to 
the 
graduating class of 
the 
H ig h 
school 
y esterday , 
in 
the 
presence of a large congregation, 
at the First Christian church. 
H e 
took his tex t from I. Cor., I l l , 
n - 2 3 , v iz : 
“ All thin gs are y o u rs; w he the r P au l, o r 
A do IIos, o r Cep has, o r the wo rld, o r life, o r 
d eath, o r thin gs p resen t, o r thin gs to co me; 
all a re y o u rs; an d y e are C hrist’s; an d C hrist 
is Go d’s.” 
A sy nopsis of R e v ,' S c o t t ’s re­ 


marks follow : 
T h e 
religion 
of 
J esus 
Christ 
abounds in startling paradox es. 
It 
proclaims things to be true which 
clearly seem irreconcilable. 
A J ew 
on the 
h ighw ay to success, well 
fav ored by the civ il 
authorities, 
suddenly spurns his ambitious as­ 
pirations and seeks a humble place 
in life. 
H e is met by trials of all 
kinds, which harass the body and 
pain the soul, and y et he lifts up 
his 
v oice 
and 
proclaims, 
“ A ll 
things are y ours*” 
Paul’s audac­ 
ity is born of lov e and faith, and 
w e listen to his words as to rare 
music. 
H e speaks in unmistakable 
terms concerning the greatness of 
the Christian’s possessions and w e 
suddenly awake to the conscious 
ness that w e are no longer poor. 
Paul, or A pollos, or Cephas are 
y ours. 
Faction had crept into the 
Corinthian church and Paul sought 
to remov e 
the prejudice of the 
Christian by declaring 
that 
all 
Christian 
teachers 
belonged 
to 
them ; he had none of that selfish 
pride by which he w ould 
raise 
himself 
at 
the 
ex pense 
of 
others. 
H e had the open ey e, the 
hearing ear and the fearless heart. 
A n d these are much the secret of 
riches. 
If y ou hav e a fear that 
d ow n in y onder corner lurks a foe 
and y ou tremble at what may hap­ 
pen, y ou cannot be free. 
If y ou fear that facts may turn 
up in life that will destroy y our 
hope, y ou hav e not escaped y our 
bondage. T h e fearful sou: is allied 
to the pessimistic soul and can 
claim no great riches. 
The fear­ 
less soul walks on high places anc 
catches sunshine as the m eadow 
flowers. 
Paul 
welcom ed 
truth 
from any source. 
H e was w illing 
to take what A pollos or Cephas 
could giv e and render thanks ; be­ 
cause he was centered in God and 
certain of Christ as the great p iv ­ 
otal point around which lov e anc 
hope and duty rev olv ed; he felt 
that he was free to look facts in 
the face and claim their fatherhooc 


in God. 
T h e Christian life was no mean 


stultified ex istence to him— a life 


that 
was 
cramped 
into 
narrow 
quarters, fearful of looking on the 
sun and d igging mole-like into the 
earth. 
It 
had 
w ings 
like 
the 
eagle, 
which 
beat 
with 
measureless 
disdain 
the 
low 
mephitic v apors of our earth and 
springs like a meteor to the great 
ey e of day . 
Paul claimed the world as be­ 
longing to the Christian. 
It was 
a strange claim. 
T he world was 
the 
sy nony m of temptation. 
It 
was responsible for all his bodily 
suffering. 
It 
had 
brought 
his 
Viaster to Calv ary , 
and y et he 
said, “ The world is y ours.” 
I like P aul’s philosophy . 
I like 
one w ho has heroism enough to say 
hat God made no mistake when 
i e put man here to work out 
his 
destiny , 
©ur philosophy has too 
often been that the world is wholly 
ev il and the sooner dispensed with 
the better. 
But Paul said, N ay , 
not 80. 
H e claimed it as his ow n. 
Men w hipped him and Christ be­ 
came 
dearer. 
Stones 
fell 
upon 
lim and beat him still further into 
the kingdom . 
The world sought to pull him 
down, but it only sprung an arch 
3 y which his heroic soul climbed 
nearer to the feet of God. 
The 
world 
had 
sorrows, 
troubles, 
wrestlings for 
him, but he saw 
G od ’s 
face 
shining through the 
sfloom, and he w ent like a stout, 
panoplied warrior into the shadow 
and they fled like cowards of the 
night and heav en let down long 
adders upon which he 
saw the 
angels of God ascending and de­ 
scending. 
N or was Paul an ascetic. 
The 
life he liv ed in the flesh was v ery 
precious. . It had been glorified by 
the Master’s presence and he felt 
that in all its functions it belonged 
to the Christian. 
T he Christian 
life was the most free and full life 
that 
could 
be liv ed. 
W hile 
it 
seemed to be a restricted life it 
gav e infinitely more liberty than 
the life of sin. 
“ A n d death is y ours.” 
Paul’s 
optimism 
is boundless. 
W e are 
liv ing in an age of positiv ism, and 
w e are told not 
to 
waste much 
time upon the insoluble problem of 
death and destiny . 
Our poets hav e 
beerf our best modern friends in 
propping up our faith, 
'lenny son, 
Brow ning, 
Wordsworth, Lowell, 
W hittier, 
Bry ant, 
Longfellow , 
hav e been telling us of our great- 
ness. 
But P au l’s v oice is clearer and 
more v ibrant than all. 
He solv ed 
the problem with a m ighty grasp 
of faith, and said death is y ours. 
It was not a thing to be dreaded 
or feared, but rather a treasure. 
Flowers bloomed on 
dung hills, 
water 
lilies 
grew 
radiant 
as 
angels’ 
robes 
in 
the 
scum 
of 
ponds. 
Death 
is 
but 
a 
mask 
cov ering the face a moment, and 
then flicked aw ay to rev eal eternal 
glories. 
One man, commissioned 
by God, had walked with steady 
step straight to the door of the 
sepulchre, passed on down, reposed

Also Patch of Ground to Raise Vege­ 
tables for the Poor. 


“ Sedalia can have good streets 
if she w an ts th e m ,” said a citizen 


o a reporter for the D e m o c r a t , 
and w h en asked hbw’ , he said : 
“ L o o k at the m an y prisoners, 
such 
as trespassers, 
drunks 
and 
neace disturbers that are put in the 
calaboose every w e e k to idle a w a y 


heir time. 
“ If the city council w ou ld build 
a w orkh ou se and put these men to 
jrea k in g rock for the streets 
it 
w ould be a savin g to the ta x p a y ­ 
ers. 
Instead, h o w ev er, th ey lie in 
jail to w h ile a w a y their tim e,w h ile 
the taxp ayer is com pelled to pay 


for their board. 
“ In the event the city takes any 
action relative to the construction 
of a w orkhouse, rock could be fur­ 
nished at a very small cost, and 
m a n y bad defects in streets could 
be remedied at a small expense. 
“ T h e construction of 
a 
w o r k ­ 
house brings another th in g to m y 
mind, and that is for the city to 
become self-iustaining in the m at­ 
ter of furnishing vegetables for its 
poor. 
“ It seems to me that the city 
could o w n a small tract of land and 
put m anv of tiie prisoners to w ork. 
I’otatoes, corn a n d other vegetables 
could be raised for the poor, and 
then the city w o u ld n ’ t have such 
large charity w arrants in the w in ­ 
ter m o n th s.”
